The Marchesa is 
accused by another woman, a ake 
heautifrl Signotina» Cioci, 
having attempted to murder her of 
the Wagons: Lits Hotel, in Peking, 
in Jitne, Signorina Cioci had 
for some years been associated 
with a naval offwer, Captain 
Pitri, and some months ufter he 
had been appointed attache ta the 
Peking Legation , followed him 
there. Captain Pitri had changed 
his affections, hut Signorina Cioct 
remained in Peking. 

Captain Pitri had beeome on 
intimate terms with the Minister's 
honsehald and frequently inter EC tse eeeeeete 
the Marchesa Durazzo at pablic 
functia On the night of June 
9, 1921, Signorina Cioci declares,’ 
the Marchesa came to her room| 
inthe hetel and demanded that: 
she cease to “ persecute ” Captain

Discoveries. 


.From Geneva comes the news’ 
that the League of Nations Com- 
mission for’ International Intel- 
Jectual Co-operation has formul- 
ated a plan under which scientists 
will be enabled to protect their 
tights in scientific discoveries in 
the same way as musicians and 
authors, writes a corfespondent 
of the Obxerrer. The scheme has 
been submitted to the Council 
and Assembly of the League, and 
in all probability legislation of an 
international character will be 
recommended to give effect to it. 

The average petson has little 
idea of the extent to which 
modern industry is indebted co 
research work carried out entire- 
ly without the incentive of 
pecuniary gain by men of science 
in their laboratories. With few 
axceptions scientists trouble

1 had hoped, on Monday last, to 
be in a position to speak with 
some authority. regarding the 
probable turnout for the“ eight *, 
which is to compete at the Henti 
Regatts on the 3rd and 4th 
November.

COLLISION. 


LIMITATION OF 
“BORIBATS ® LIABILITY. 
The Siam Steamship Com- 

pany’s steamer Borjbat having 
on the previous day been found 
solely to blame for the collision 
which resulted in the total loss 
of the Straits Steamship Com- 
pany’s steamer, Ranee, off the 
east coast of Johore on the night 
of March l4th, the liability of 
the owners of the Boribat in re- 
spect of the elaims by shippars of 
cargu on the Ranee, and in re- 
spect of the loss of life which 
occurred in the disaster, was 
under discussion before the Chief 
Justice. Sir Walter Shaw, in the 
Supreme Court at Singapore on 
September 26th, 

Application was made by Mr. 
EL A. Stevens, on behalf of the 
owners of the Boribat, that their 
liability should be limited to the 
statutory amount of £15 per ton. 

Mr. C. Dickinson, for the 
owners of the Ranee, informed 
his lordship that ther were 
agreed on this. 

In reply to his lordship Mr. 
Stevens stated that claims had 
been notified in respect. of 16 peo- 
ple from Kuantan who lost their 
lives and the other claims includ- 
ed one by the Consul for the 
Netherlands in respectofa Dutch 
man. With the exception of four 
they were all Chinese. The Bori- 
bat’sowners were intough through | 
their solicitors, not only with 
nearly all the claimants, but with 
at least five firms of solicitors, all 
of whom would have notice of the 
period in which claims should be 
made. . 

. His lordship fixed the Hmita- 
tion of the liability of the Boribat 
at £7.985, plus interest at the rate 
of 8 per cent. from the time of the 
collision to the date of the decree, 
and directed a bail bond for that 
amount. .

Paraffin Wax and Shellac 
Varnish for Insulating. 
Paraffin wax and shallac var- 

nish. are two extensively used 
insulators, but in order to obtain 
the. best resalts care. must be 
taken in the methods used when 
applying them. - : 

This substance is used largely 
in the manufacture of condensers. 
Sheets of paper are impregnated 
with wax and. placed between 
sheets of tin,or lead, foil. .It is 
in impregnating the paper that 
cate oust be exercised. The wax 
should not be heated above the 
boiling point of water (100 C. or 
212 F). : 

For this purpose a double 
saucepan is excellent as water 


can be boiled in the outer vessel| 


and the wax melted in the inner 


one. The paper tobe impregnated | 


should be put in efter the wax 
has reached its final temperature 
and kept completely covered until 
all bubbles have ceased to rise.

Some months have elapsed 
since Sir Robert Ho Tung gave 
out in an interview his project of 
a round-table conference of the 
chief leaders in China, with re-

| Viewed, Sir Robert has since been 


working hard to realize his 
scheme, comments the .Vorth 
China Daily News.

return south until he feels 
reasonably sure of success, So 
many proposals have ‘been 


launched for the saving of China, 
with much Lip service paid 
each and nothing more, that one 
might be forgiven for despairing 
of remedy. But it cannat be 
gainsaid that Sir Robert's efforts 
have already met witha very fair 
measure of promise. -He has two 
points in his favour: be is well 
known asa man of considerable 
means who bas nothing personal- 
ly to make or Jose by his enter- 
prise; and he is entirely ‘outside 
all parties. The sincerity and 
disinterested nature of his aims 
has been extolled by all the best 
Chinese newspaper. He has a 
very " good press. . 

Since he has been in Shanghai 
Sir Robert hax had prolonged 

personal interviews with the 
leaders oi the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce. the Bankers’ As- 
sociation, the ‘Native Bankers* 
Association. and the Educational 
Society, 2ll highty impoartan: 
organizations. They have re- 
ceived his scheme enthusiestic- 
ally and messages have been 
sent te all the Chambers of Com- 
merce in Chine asking for their 
sapport, Mr. Chang Chien. the 
creator ui the “model city” of 
Nantungcho*, was at first dis- 
posed. to be sceptical, but, 
after « persunal conversation 
with Sir Robert. became 
enthusrestic ax the represent- 
atives of the institutions men- 
tioned above. As onr columns 
have shown from day to day. Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen, General Li Yuan- 
hung, General Lu Yubg-hsiang 
of Chekiang. General Tang Chi- 
yao of Yunnan, Marshal Tuan 
Chi-jui. the former Permier, and 
Marshal Chang Txo-lin, of Man- 
churia, have alf written express- 
ing their cordial approval of the 
proposed conference and promis- 
ing. their support.

It is passible 
that such a conference might be 
conducsed concurrently with the 
one arranged for at Washington 
to censider the levying of ' a 
surtax. More than one sugges: 
tion has been thrown out at Heme

it. The only drawback to this 
method of procedure is that it 
might make the preposal for a 
conference of Chinese leaders e.p- 
pear to come from abroad and it 
cerainly should come from them- 
selves. 

But there is stilla long way. to 
go before the conference meots, 
whoever calls it. Nothing defipite | 
can be expected until the sitaa- 
tion in the north has tiken 
clearer shape. We do not sup 
pose that Marshal Tsau Kun 
has yet given up hope of becom 
ing President: it ts- certain 
that bis fnllowers have not. 
And if their schemes material 
ize, war seems inevitable. The 
great obstacle that ever blocks 
the way of peace in Chinc is, not 
the leaders, bat their subordinates” 
greedy ambition. That is - the 
mainspring of 2ll miszovernment- 
and civil war;and when we re- 
member how intimately: patron is 
bound up with client in China 
and client with patron, the out- 
look is clouded with-doubt. To 
counteract this the only visible 
power Hes with. the mercantile 
guilds and chambers.

Certainly there could be no 
worthier cause for which ‘public. °
